If this is so, then | should work out the problems in a smart way.

If | am anxious and suffering, | will turn to something that can save me. 


If | turn to something that can save me, | will be hurt by the approach of how it 
affects me. 


Being hurt by something that affects me, | seek to not be hurt by that which affects 
me. 


Even if things tell me not to be, I shall continue to further the goal of 
accomplishment. 


If | further the goal of accomplishment, | get further along to do things. 


Even if things tell me to stop, I shall continue to choose to do these things that are 
good. 


If | continue to choose to do these things that are good, | will be anxious and 
suffering. 


If | an anxious and suffering, | will turn to something that can save me. 


If | turn to something that can save me, | will be hurt by the approach of how it 
affects me.
